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LETTER FROM TROOPER CAMPBELL. 

A. WJM. Campbell, lite o} Forti Sas- 
katchewan, now with the Mounted 
Rifles, writes to the \Bulletin from 
Doorn Kop, rear Middleburg, om Aug. 
20th, as follows: 

On the 4th August I wrote to you 
from Bankfontein. We left that place 
on the 5th inst, andi marched to Pan 
station where we remained in camp 
for ten days. 


While at this place wa saw sereral 
train loads of Boer women and chil} 
dren who ‘were being senti to General 
Botha’s laager near Belfast. It is be 
lieved that the presence of their wo 
men and the fart of there being so 
many extra mouths to feed! will farce 
the Boars to surrender, The majority 
of the women were most defiant in 
their attitude. They waved Trans 
vaal flags and openly declared that 
the Bosrs would never stop fighting 

Several football matches were play- 
ed while we were at. Pan station. The 
2nd Battalion of the Canadian Mownt~ 
ed Rifles was most fortunate; we won 
four matches out of five. : \ 

Wednesday, 15th Avg., we '- were 
again on ‘the march. Part of the” Bat- 
talion went to Wonderfontein station 
and the remainder to hold an’ cutipost. 


| after proclaiming a state of peace, in 


The Boers were in strong force near 


Belfast and cur outposts could see 
the Boer outpasts. General Buller 
and General French were in touch with 
each other nenr Belfast and wera en- 


gaged in drawing « ‘cordon round 
Botha’s foree. A hig battle is expect- 
ed near Wonderfontein, but we ‘re- 


ecivel orders to march to! Deorn Kap 
Where small partios of Boers raiders 
have been tausing much trouble, 

Saturday, 18th Aug., we arrived 
here. This part of the country is very 
rocky aad is particularly well suited 
to the guerilla style of warfare, The 
reasoa we have been sent here is bet 
cause we are supposed to be able ita 
play the Boers on even terms, at the 
game ef bushwhacking and Indian 
fighting. : 

On our march here on Saturday one 
of our men, Ouide Smith, from Pin- 
cher Creek, died very suddeniy from 
an attack of sumstroke. He was buried 
that night at Bankfontein. The fun: 
eral service was read by Colonel 
Evans. Yesterday, Sunday, patrols 
were sent ont to search the hills in 
the immediate neighbarhosd of the 
camp. As a rule our men -ride ‘in 
“groups” of four men. One of these 
groups, made up of men from No. 4 
troop af C Squadron, met ‘withi a great 
disaster. Lieut. Moodie, who was in 
command of Nb. 4 troop, seni’ sotne 
men towards a kopje. The men got 
too far away from tthe main body: ‘of 
the troop and some Boers, whe were 
hiding among the rocks lashed’ cut to 
make our men prisoners. Corporal 
Taylor, formerly from Battleford, was 
shot dead. Pte Flynn, formerly of 
Stratheona, was shat through the 


shoulder. Corporal Morrison’s horse 
was shot twice aind fell. He was unt 
able to get at his rifle which was 


hanging on the horn of the saddle 
so -he started to run ajay on foot.\A 
Boer galloped up to him end made him 
lie down under threat of shooting him. 
This Bosr then dismounted and began 
firing at Flynn; Morrison managed to 
escape. Taylor was a general favor- 
ite, Prebably no men in the Battal- 
ion knew him better than I did. for I 
was on detachment with him ati Onion 
lake for a year, and was in the same 
troop for four years. Taylor's funer- 
al took place this morning. His bedy 
was sewed up in his blanket and cover. 
ed with our Canadian flag, was borne 
by some of the men of, the: Royal Horse 
Artillery, who asked to be allowed to 
act as pall bearers. The chaplain of 
the Mounted Infantry roced the burial 
service. Col. Alderson and nearly all 
the officers and men in camp: attended 
the funeral. There was a time when 
we might have expected that the mar- 
velious good firtune of the North- 
western Canadians would continue ‘to 
the end of the war. In the big battle 
we only lost one man killed, Trooper 
Frost. At the comparatively small 
skirmish near Honing Spruit we iost 
forden aid Kerr and others wounded 
and prisoners. Three men of the Ed 
monton contingent namely, Woollla+ 
combe, Wood and Baill have died of 
disease. And now we have lost Taylor 
in a miserable way. Such fighting as 
this is cold bldoded murder not war 
fare. No doubt pedple at hame wort 
der why the war is not over, and why 
we da not return bome. As far as 
baitties are concerned thse war has end 
ed, but it is impossible tol sag how long 
this present style of fighting wild last. 
Knowing every inch of the country the 
Boers in smal! parties can remain 
among the hills for momths, They can 
shoot down our outposts and sentries 
while remaining themselves ~ynseen.

CLOSING SCENES OF THE WAR.

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CHAMBERLAIN ON THE STUMP. 
‘n reply toa (public statement by 


“the Hon Philip Stanhope (liberal), 


president of the nations] reform union, 
regarding the Hawkesley doouments 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain telegraphs ‘to 
the latter telling him he would “not 
be blackmailed by Stanhopse-or any- 
one else,” adding: “There is no con 
respotidence and never has been, to 
prove my complicity in the raid; “which 
I cid my utmost ‘to stop.” 

Mr. Stanhope replied: “I will not 
stox to qualify the vulgarity of your 
language, but I am prepared to sub- 
stantiate every statemcift I ‘have made 
concerning you.” 

Mr. Chamberlain, however, is not 
expected to take the matter into the 
courts. But he hit back hard with a 
personal bitterness quite foreign to 
the traditions of the usually sedate 
cabinet ministers. 

The latest feature of Mr. Chamber- 
jain’s speeches consists ia his bolding 
up Dr. Gavin Brown Ciark, liberal, 


who represented Caithnesshire, and 


who was formerly consul-general of 


the South African repuidic in London, 
and Mr. Henry Labouchere, editor of 
Truth, to ignominy as traitors, till the 
audience shouted, referring to Clark, 
“Shoot him.” 

Sir-Wm. Vernon Harcourt, the lib- 
eral statesman, whe.bas come aut of 
retirement and has. astonished the 
conntry by the virility of his speeches 
(he was born in 1827) scored a point 
by dubbing Mr. Chamberiain a “Litt 
tle African” om the ground that as 
he claimed Mr. Chamberlain would 
sacrifice everything for his African 
policy, and added: “Mr. Chamberlain 
gonsidering himself to be a Capitain 
Cook and a General Welfe rolied into 
one, believes he discovered Australia 
and stormed Quebec.” Thus with at- 
tacks on alj sides, the central figure 
of the campaign, Mr. Chamberlain 
would have excitement enough if the 
oppositiea to him were confined ta 
the government. That this is not the 
case is quite evident from the ilk 
concealed delight with which some of 
Mr. Chamberlain’s supposed support- 
ers hail the bitterest attacks on the 
colonial secretary, while the pparty 
leaders, though suppressing any per- 
sonal dislike, are seriously disturbed 
over the allegations connecting the 
Chamberlains with the Kynochs and 
other firms supplying the govern- 
ment,

The Canadian Pacifi¢: railway is ar- | 


ranging for aj very. large shipmen\ of 
cicthing 224 supplies for the British 
troopia in China by the steamship Em- 
press of Ludia, sailing from Vanccuver 
ov October & This clothing has been 
made in Oanada to the order af the 
British government. Much of it has 
been manufactured in Montreal, and 
the rest by firms in Hamilton and at 
other points thrqughout the: Dominio. 
iti is intendigt sbrt the use offthe Brit® 
isht troops in ‘China during the coming 
fwinter. The completion of the orders 
by the several fmanufacturerg has been 
somewhat delayed by {the strikes 
among operatives in ihe clathing mills 
at variqus places, and the Canadian 
Pacific has accordingly ende:vored to 
make fast time in the iranspor‘ation 
of the goad over its line from ihe 
places of manufacture to Vancauver, 
The present shipment will be carried 
ta the steamer’s side and loaded on 
board in abou six days, whicl is re- 
markably fast despaitch{ for -freight. 
There is a ‘possibility of portable hous- 
es being also sent from ;Camada_ ito 
China for the housing of tha British 
officers during the coming winter.

It would be a poor government for 
the Northwest that did not have as a 
part of its policy increased failway 
development, ag well as control of 
rates, The Canadian Northern rail- 
way now in pirobess of ‘construction 
would give a new and competing line 
of railway from Lake Superior to the 
Recky Mountains, by way of the 
gold fields of Rainy river, the fertile 
Dauphin country and the great Sag: 
katrhewan yalley. Twelve hundred 
miles of new railway, several hundred 
miles already constructed, several hun- 
dred miles mora under construction, 
the whole line chartered candi the gov- 
ernment practically pledged to a cer- 
tain definite policy of aid to the 
scheme throughout. On the 500 miles 
of this line along the vailey cf the 
Saskatchewan between Prince Albert 
and Edmonton the difference to! the 
Northwest between the old and the 
new, subsidy policies is between $32,000 
a mile in cash for 500 miles andi 6,400 
acres of land per mile for the same 
flistance, Under the present policy 
$1,000,000 to the Territories from the 
public treasury, as against—(3,200,000 
acres at $3 an acre)—$9,600,000 from 
the Territories under the late policy. 
And Mr. Bennett and his friends say 
that the Territories don’t get justice 
from the present government, 

My friend Mr, Beunett says that 
because I am an independent that it 
is imgossible io get justice for this 
canstituency in the matter of expen;
